In many lines of business, conditions are tightening. Some 
prices are beginning to fall faster than the declines in other parts 
of the country. Meals are cheaper. Hotel accommodations are 
easy to find. Rumors that a house or apartment is about to be 
vacated no longer start a commotion. The "queues" which were 
a standard feature of the shopping districts have disappeared. 
Theatres and other amusements are less jammed. The tourist 
trade is resuming, and cushioning the shock; but the home town 
party-goers are far less numerous. 
In the newspaper advertisements, the emphasis is on price. 
I here are more staple items at low cost, and fewer of the pieces 
of jewelry, mink coats, etc., which were conspicuous earlier. 
Missing is much of the horde of service men and officers. 
During the peak of the war, these dominated the crowded side­ 
walks. Many remain, of course; but the disbanding of pan of 
the war-effort bal greatly thinned their ranks. 
The sale of alcoholic beverages always is a fair index of a 
community's party-complex. Judging by superficialities, the in­ 
dex has declined sharply in Washington. Great stocks of liquor 
are on display in window after window, with constant stress on 
bargain prices. Apparently this trade suffered a disappointing 
Christmas season.
